Claims 1-7 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over at least claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,551,303, over at 
least claims 1, 6-8 of U.S. Pat. No. 6,652,555, over at least claims 1-9 of U.S. Pat. No. 
6,652,556 and over at least claims 1-4 of U.S. Pat. No. 6,689,150. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because at least they 
all include a filtering membrane, a support structure, a step of filtering a blood flow through an 
ostium of a left atrial appendage.
